b. Completed two years of duty at post and returned to U.S. for 
temporary duty and home leave prior to reporting to new post. 

c. Signed new two year contract fior duty at same or different post 
upon completion of home leave and/or temporary duty. 


d. ror convenience of the Government did not return to U.S . for homo 
leave upon completion of two years duty but did sign new contract 
for another two years duty at sane or different post with homo 
leave to be authorized at later date.

f* , Tne conditions set forth in Para, l,d are not specifically covered by tlie 
regulations ; however, it would appear that the same regulations could be applied 
providing the . individual remained overseas fob ‘the conveniamce of the Government, 
waiving his right to home leave until a time which would be convenient for the \ 
Government and signed a new two year contract for duty at the same or a different 
post of duty. 
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*\ ,J -‘ he authorization for shipment under 'the above would include points between 
which transportation was authorized at Goverriinefht expense with a, reference to the 
authority under which transportation was being authorized. The employee may however 
snip effects from a place other than that authorized, any excess cost to be charged to 
officer or employee. Packing of effects and cartage from residence or place of storage 
to shipping terminal would be at Government expense regardless of shipping point.

" Tim e Limity 

Ail travel and transportation allowable aider these regulations shall 
begin wiohin two years from the effective date of the transfer of the employee 
except that for employees who enter upon active military, naval, or Coast * 
uard duy at any time prior to the expiration of such period and are furloughed 
ior ohe duration of such duty, the two-year period shall be exclusive of the time 
spent on such furlough; and for employees transferred to posts of duty outside 
the . continental United States the two-year period shall be exclusive of any time 
curing which shipping restrictions make the travel and transportation impossible. 
Administrative officers shall endeavor to complete travel and transportation at the 
earliest practicable dates."

Change of Station. 

, i'Jhere the shipment of an employee's household effects from one official station 
oo another was authorized on an actual expense basis under Executive Order Ho. 8588 
as amended, but shipment actually was made to. a third official station under a 
c ange^of station authorization issued in accordance with the terms of Executive 
Order mo. 9805 which changed the method of reimbursement for the shipment of 
Household effects to a commuted basis, the amount of reimbursement allowable is to 
be measured by _ the provisions of the latter Executive order, even though the first 
change of station preceded the effective date thereof.

S -cation in Successive Changes of Station. 

An employee who was ordered from one official station to another and who, before 
shipment of ms housenold effects to such new station, was transferred to a third 
station to which shipment was made within the two-year allowable period is entitled 
under Executive Order No. 9805, issued pursuant to the administrative expense statute 
ty US r 2 f 19 ~ 6j to reimbursement on a commuted basis for shipment from the first to 
. e Ration, only, based upon the short-line distance between such Points, 

irrespective of 'che actual cost of such single shipment.

10.9- Spe^ial^u bhority fo~r Shipment _of Household Goods an d Automobiles. 

•ihe Assistant Director for Special Operations is authorized, where such authority 
was not previously granted, to approve the shipment of household goods and effects, an 
and automobiles, where otherwise in accordance with established regulations for those" 
emp oyees who return to the United States for temporary duty and enter into a new 
twenty- four months overseas agreement, and then return to their foreign post. In 
dioue cases where such authority was previously granted and only partial quantities 
<ere slipped, the Assistant Director for Special Operations may authorize additional 
shipments , limited no the difference between that which is authorized under the 
negul&tions and that which nas already been shipped. 
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Foreign Service Travel Regulations: 

105.617 - Time Limitations ^^IDEliTlAL 

[a ) In connection with appointment by the President or the Department, transfer 
or leave at Government expense, the travel of tne family and/or transportation of 
the effects may commence on or after the date of the authorization, but not more 
than one year after the date on which the officer or employee completes his travel 
pursuant to the authorization. 

10 5.619 - Exception to lime Li mitat ions. 

The authorising or approving officer -may, when in his judgment the circumstances so 
warrant, authorize or approve the expenses referred to in section 105.617 notwithstand-. 
ing the expiration of the time limitation. 
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
